Irrigation  season  water  stipplies  in  Nevada  range  "* 
from  normal  in  the  Santa  Rosa  Mountains  north  of 
Ifinnemucca,  to  fair  on  the  main  Himboldt  River  and 
poor  in  the  eastern  and  southern  portions.    On  the 
streams  coming  into  Nevada  from  the  California 
Sierra  Mountains,  f loirs  will  raiige  from  about  5^* 
to  80  percent  of  the  I5  year  193S-52  average. 


During  the  past  month,  sno\7  stored  water  has  increased  ve3ry  favorably  in 
the  Santa  Rosa  Mountains  north  of  Paradise  Valley  near  v/'innemucca.  Martin 
Creek  is  the  orJ.y  stream  in  the  State  being  forecasted  at  normal  flow.  In 
northern  KLlio  County,  the  O^.-ryhee  River  and  Salmon  j'alls  Creek,  vmich  flow 
north  into  Idaho,  are  being  forecasted  from  75  "to  88  percent  of  the  15  year 
1938-52  average.    In  the  Ifoper  Humboldt  River,  Lamoille  Creek  is  e:ipected 
to  flow  at  87  percent  of  average  while  the  main  liumboldt  River  at  Palisade 
is  expected  to  flow  75  percent  of  average. 

The  Truckee  Basin  \vater  Conunn  ttee  reports  that  all  its  reservoirs  are 
expected  to  fill  except  Independence  Lalie,    On  April  1,  the  ele'^/ation  of  Lalce 
Tahoe  was  6228.0  and  is  expected  to  reach  capacity.    Releases  will  keep  the 
level  below  the  legal  maximum  of  6229. 1.    Because  of  the  fuD.l  reservoir  system, 
adequate  water  supplies  are  assured  for  the  coming  irrigation  season. 

Snow  surveys  in  the  Spring  Mountains  near  Le.s  Vegas  indicate  snow  stored 
water  to  be  about  ^0  percent  of  the  ly  year  average  which  is  only  slightly 
better  than  last  year.    lii  Vvhite  Pine  County,  low  elevation  snow  is  gone  and, 
in  general,  irrigation  season  -^fater  supplies  can  be  expected  to  be  about 
60  to  65  percent  of  the  average. 

According  to  the  U.  S.  Geological  Siurvey,  winter  streamflow  on  major 
rivers  in  the  State  has  been  about  nonml.  Ground  water  measurements,  in 
most  instances,  are  below  last  year's  elevation, 

April  1  storage  in  7  im^Dortant  reservoirs  "^^^as  78  percent  of  capacity  or 
120  percent  of  the  April  1  15  year  I93S-52  average,    Rj^e  Patch  Reservoir  on 
the  Humboldt  River  stored  63,000  acre  feet  or  63  percent  of  average,  Other 
reservoirs  are  full  or  nearly  f^Jll  and  releases  are  being  made  to  cushion 
the  spring  runoff.
